All - I thought the post on using the Radio Shack DSP with the HW-7 was 
good. In fact the Radio Shack DSP, while notthe equal of other DSP 
units, is a good buy at typical Ham Fest prices of $20 to $25. The audio 
quality of the amplifier and internal speaker are good, and when used 
with an external speaker the audio is quite good. 


The DSP is very good when used with rigs that do not have built in 
filters or provisions for adding them. I use mine with my HTX-100 and 2M 
multimode rig. It also is good for mobile use as it provides lots of 
audio. If you have a rig that you cannot add an IF filter to then the RD 
DSP is a good way to add selectivity. It is also a good multipurpose 


amplifier/speaker for bench use. 


The RS DSP does not have an adaptive noise algorithm like the full blown 
DSP units from Timewave and NIR. However it does have automatic 
hetrodyne reduction on SSB and the CW filters are very sharp with little 
ringing. 


It does have some down sides. The unit draws 1 Amp at full volume which 
can be pretty excessive for battery operation in a portable situation. 
The CW filters are centered at 700 Hz, but I like to listen to CW ata 
lower frequency, say 550 Hz, and the narrow CW positions cut this 
frequency out entirely. The CW filter also imparts a slightly raspy 
quality to the note which bothers me, but only after I compared the 
quality of the note to a good analog filter. 


On the subject of analog filters, the DaTong filters and Autek filters 
are also good add ons for a rig without provision for internal 
filtering. The center frequency and width can be separately varied on 
these filters, but they have limited audio amplication capability. 


None the less, I think the RS DSPs are good buys at the going price of 
$20 tO $25 at ham swaps. You just need to realize that you are not 
getting a full blown DSP.

I'm not sure what I'm in for, and it very well might not be feasible, but 
thanks anyway for the chance to ask!

>So let's follow these two threads. 

>1. How to build a low-cost re-flow oven that can efficiently, safely, >and 
>uniformly generate the required heat. 

>2. How to apply solder paste. 

>3. Any other issues I've missed? Remember we're talking about those >parts 
>that a soldering iron is simply not practical for. 


Soldering very small pitch pins is really not a problem. You 
can do it without ovens and solder cream. 


Here is how : 


1.) Line up your IC and tack solder the corner pins. Dont worry if you short 
a few together, just make sure you don't bend the pins with your iron tip. 
Double check all the pins line up, on each side of the IC. This process can 
take up to 5 minutes on very large, fine pitch chips like an Altera flex 
(Q.02" spaced pins). 


2.) Add a liberal amount of flux to all sides (pins) of the IC. 


3.) Add a large blob of solder at one end of one edge. This will short out 
lots of pins. Don't freak! Whilst holding the PCB on a slight 

angle, use your iron tip to melt the solder and gently move you 

iron tip down the side of the chip. The solder blob will follow 

the iron tip. The tip should never touch the pins. As the molten solder 
moves down the pins, the soldered pins should have a perfect fillet of 
solder (between the pin and the pad) and have no shorts. This is all due to 
the number one ingredient - FLUX! Its all in the surface tension!! 


or 

Add flux to all pins. Solder all pins, ignoring shorts. After all pins are 
soldered, use solder wick to wick up excess solder. You might have to adda 
bit more flux from time to time. 

4.) Inspect work under magnification. 

You see, no ovens, no special tools, no expensive hot air stations, all done 


on the cheap. I've used this procecure time and time again on $500+ FPGAs 
and other DSP's. It really does work (despite your minds obvious objection 


to intentionally shorting out pins). 


Unfortunantly, I never documented this in my guide to prototyping with SMT, 
but since there has been a bit of discussion, I might do so.

In the past couple weeks someone on this list recommended getting a cheap 
frequency counter for making qrp kit making and setting them up. I bumped 
into a cheap one, a Heath Schlumberger SM-105 that I got for $20.50 from Ebay. 
According to the ad, and picture it works but has a couple of leds that don't 
work, but at least according to the picture it works welll enough to be able to 
tell what the frequency is. The only real problem is " There is no manual and 
the cable/external generator is not included " 


I didn't have time to ask before the auction was over, once I saw it could be 
bought for 20 bucks I thought I would take a chance on it. Do I need a special 
generator for this? OR do all I need is a cable that can connect from the 
frequency counter to the output of my qrp rig to see what the frequency is?

What you have is the third model of a boatanchor legend. The first 
National HROs date from the early '30s and were the cutting edge receivers 
of their day. The HRO was the design of James Millen of National Radio, 
the foremost receiver designer of the 30s and 40s. The HRO series 
consisted of the HRO, HRO-Jr, HRO-5, 7, 50, 60, 500 and the final 70s model 
the HRO-600. There was even a WW2 Japanese copy of the HRO captured on one 
of the Pacific islands. 


Your HRO-7 uses plug in coil sets, that unlatch from the front. There are 


coil sets to cover 100KCs to 30MCs and above. Finding a full set of coils 
is a real challenge for an HRO owner. The tuning index on the coil sets 
have been reproduced if yours is missing. 


They are still fine receivers and are very collectable especially with the 
matching speaker. Matching speakers can fetch as much or more as the 
receiver they were made for so you are very lucky to have that with the 
receiver.

I just completed repairing my MFJ-969 which was also blown by sending it 
100W on the 30W position. All I needed to replace was the forward 1N34A 
diode, this may be all that is wrong with your unit as well. Just measure 
the forward and reverse diode resistance with a DMM - A good diode will give 
you a resistance reading in one direction and zero the other, while a bad 
diode will give nonzero readings in both directions. 


I don't have any experience converting one to directly read QRP levels, but 
I be interested in knowing the details.

Why would anybody want to? This highlights a major difference 
between what we can do for ourselves as hams, and what the 
manufacturers do for us. 


When a company like Icom design a rig like the 756 they want 
to make money on it. So they must design a rig hams will 
buy, which means all bands, all modes. They jack up their 
profit margin by loading it up with zillions of features 
that few hams ever use. To make it affordable they then 
design it down to a price. 


When we hams build our own gear we have no such concerns. 
We can build a rig to do one thing, and do that one thing 
as well as modern technology permits. We can add extra 
stages, use circuits that require all sorts of alignment 


and tweaking (a no-no at Icom, where labour costs money), 
and so on. 


The fun has always been in adapting other peoples' tech- 
nology to solve our problems. SMT is an example: manufacturers 
use it to cut cost. We use it because new and interesting 
components come that way. How we deploy such technology 

varies - like a home-built radio whose DSP board is a 
manufacturer's DSP eval board (cheap, all support goodies 
mounted, development software included) mounted in a 

shielded box... 


Despite my comments about the 1206 technology the Norcal 
folks have selected, I look forward to building one.

Here's a copy of a message I sent out to the Yaesu FT-100 user's list this 
morning. It's not QRP, but probably worthwhile reading. Let me know 
privately. 


KKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKKAKK 


Last summer I was a cheapskate and bought a USED ATAS-100 from a guy on 
the internet. To be honest, it wasn't even all that great a savings. 


The antenna arrived and I thought is strange that it did not have a 
stainless steel whip. It seemed to have a long piece of welding rod or 
something like that as a replacement. The antenna itself looked pretty 
beat up, but it worked OK so I started using it. 


I'm a trusting soul, and didn't really give it much thought. I even 
emailed the guy I bought it from and he explained that HE bought it used 
off someone else and that the previous owner must have "modified" the 
antenna because he thought that the whip that came with it was too 
flexible. He even offered to buy back the antenna... I didn't think it 
was that big a deal at the time but in retrospect, I should have taken him 
up on it. 


A few times in the fall, the antenna would go intermittent. I mean it 
would not TUNE. If I pulled the antenna off the car it would work for a 
while. 


As you all know, it really went flaky on me this winter and simply 
refused to do anything when it was cold out. It would work fine if it was 
warmed up in the house for a half hour or so. 


Finally, I'd had enough and decided to take the thing apart to see what 
was the matter. To make a long story longer here's what I think happened. 


The original owner might have thought that the whip was too springy, or he 
may have simply lost it, but regardless, he pulled the antenna apart to 
bore a larger hole in the little "cone" that the whip screws into. 


When he did that, he probably broke the wire that sticks out of the coil 
and goes into that bullet piece to make the connection to the whip. 
Unless you know that there is a second allen screw holding it in place, 
that would be easy to do. 


When he reassembled the whip, I think he may have accidentally poked a 
hole in the rubber boot with the wire from the whip. 


The hole in the boot let moisture get into the motor mechanism. 


Moisture from the motor dripped down onto the little control circuit 
board. 


After a period of time. The ATAS simply failed. When I disassembled the 
antenna, the motor housing was pretty much completely rusted, the control 
board was covered in corrosion and muck... it was a disaster. Even though 
the antenna was less than a year old, there was no way I could morally 
send it to Yaesu for warranty repair. 


So... kind soul that I am, I basically got screwed over. A couple weeks 
ago I bought a new ATAS-100. The old one is a basket case. 


I usually have no problem buying things off the Internet. Electronic 
stuff usually works fine and probably can last forever. The ATAS-100 is 
NOT an electronic device, it's a MECHANICAL device. You know the 
saying... 


mechanical things 

they have no heart 

when the going gets tough 
they fall apart. 


So beware folks. I would not suggest you purchase a used ATAS-100 unless 
you REALLY inspect it well. Even though the person I bought it from 
offered to buy it back, the thing did work for a while, so I thought I was 
safe.

You are gazing upon an xHROx, one of mankinds' superior technical 
creations - at least it was back in the 30's when the first ones were 
designed and made by the National Company in Malden, MA. 


My first "real" top-line receiver was an HRO-5TA1 acquired in 1946 or 47. 
It was the latest model with a genuine Noise Limiter! It was the first 
production HRO after WWII that had any redesign over the wartime units 
which were just warmed-over versions of the 30's models. 


The HRO-7 came out in about 1947 or 48 as the upgrade model. Not too much 
different externally, but it used the "new" miniature tubes if I remember 
correctly. But it retained the big single knob for tuning the very fancy 
dial which covers from 0 to 500 in ten turns. Ham bands were bandspread 
to cover 50 to 450 on the dial so frequency/dial division was different 
for each band. 


What you are calling a "tuner" is actually a set of plug-in coils for 
each frequency range. The coil set has small screws that can be 
positioned in either of two locations: one for ham-band bandspread and 
the other for general coverage of a much wider range. 


The speaker is in a separate box as is the power supply. The power cable 
has an old 4-prong tube base type of plug on it. The supply is completely 
potted with some tar-like stuff. If you short the supply, the tar starts 
bubbling and stinking as an alarm. Once an electrician opened the neutral 
in our home (I was a kid still at home in those days!) and we ended up 
with my HRO power supply on one side of the line and the refrigerator on 
the other side. Guess where most of the 240 volts ended up! Had to send 
it back to Malden for repairs. 


This could go on for hours, but you get the idea. You are in possession 
of what was, at least for some, the premier radio made in this country. 
Those of us who cut our ham radio teeth with one still hold it in great 
reverence. 


Now, for the big shocker: it is almost a certainty that the HRO-7 you 
have was NEVER in military service. It was not even made until well after 
WWIT and was obsolete by Korea. They came from the factory in that pukey 
grey beige color - REAL HRO's were BLACK WRINKLE! 


It may have been used on the ship or whatever, but I suspect that it was 
the personal radio of someone and not part of the ship's equipment. 


Now, assume the position and repeat after me "I will NEVER AGAIN 
bad-mouth this wonderful, glorious radio . . ." Do that 100 times and 
maybe you will be forgiven!

I'm impressed. 


I've never seen or heard of anyone successfully doing this. Non-destructive 
removal is impressive in itself, but successfully putting down a part with 
@.020" lead spacing with just a soldering iron is impressive. 


Does it help if there is a solder mask? Or does a bare etched board work 
okay as well? 


You didn't mention what type of flux you use. I have some GC Electronics 
liquid flux, or is there some other type you recommend? 


Also you didn't say but I assume you use the LMP solder that you recommended 
in your "Tips for soldering SMT Parts" (yes I've read it and learned a few 
things from it, thanks for contributing that). For normal soldering I've 
always used utectic 63/37 solder, but it sounds like it may be time to try 
the LMP with 2% silver solder. Can you point us to one or two low cost 
sources for this? 


You've persuaded me to try it. I've got some old scrap boards with parts 
like this on that I will try it with. I'll remove them first and then see 
what the replacement process is like. If the removed parts are not perfectly 
straight, I can come up with some scrap new parts to experiment with. 


If this works it makes it all the more interesting to come up with a source 
for surface mount transition boards to use in ugly-style projects.

Hi Tom (and others) 


>So let's follow these two threads. 

>1. How to build a low-cost re-flow oven that can efficiently, safely, >and 
>uniformly generate the required heat. 

>2. How to apply solder paste. 

>3. Any other issues I've missed? Remember we're talking about those >parts 
>that a soldering iron is simply not practical for. 


Soldering very small pitch pins is really not a problem. You 
can do it without ovens and solder cream. 


Here is how : 


1.) Line up your IC and tack solder the corner pins. Dont worry if you short 
a few together, just make sure you don't bend the pins with your iron tip. 
Double check all the pins line up, on each side of the IC. This process can 
take up to 5 minutes on very large, fine pitch chips like an Altera flex 
(0.02" spaced pins). 


2.) Add a liberal amount of flux to all sides (pins) of the IC. 


3.) Add a large blob of solder at one end of one edge. This will short out 
lots of pins. Don't freak! Whilst holding the PCB on a slight 

angle, use your iron tip to melt the solder and gently move you 

iron tip down the side of the chip. The solder blob will follow 

the iron tip. The tip should never touch the pins. As the molten solder 
moves down the pins, the soldered pins should have a perfect fillet of 
solder (between the pin and the pad) and have no shorts. This is all due to 
the number one ingredient - FLUX! Its all in the surface tension!! 


or 


Add flux to all pins. Solder all pins, ignoring shorts. After all pins are 
soldered, use solder wick to wick up excess solder. You might have to adda 
bit more flux from time to time. 


4.) Inspect work under magnification. 


You see, no ovens, no special tools, no expensive hot air stations, all done 
on the cheap. I've used this procecure time and time again on $500+ FPGAs 
and other DSP's. It really does work (despite your minds obvious objection 
to intentionally shorting out pins). 


Unfortunantly, I never documented this in my guide to prototyping with SMT, 
but since there has been a bit of discussion, I might do so.

Hummm, providing you can load it up, how about a nail? It wont radiate very 
well, of course, but it will be an ‘antenna’. 


Or, a 50 ohm resistor (non inductive of course) - I did hear tell of several 
Hams who claim to have worked the world whilst still switched to the Dummy 
Load. Then there are the VHF and UHF ‘contacts' that may possibly have 
actually been achieved from the radiation from the coaxial cable joining the 
rig to the transverter! 


AH, you meant an ‘efective'’ radiator did you? You should have been more 
specific! ;-) 


Random wires, with ASTUs (Antenna System Tuning Unit) are always fairly easy 
to build (Try the W3EDP design - See the ARRL handbook/Antenna Handbook) 


The ‘good old' half wave dipole seems fairly straight forward, and easy to 
build. Cut a piece of wire that is about 20M in length in half, and attach 
a length of coax. to the middle. Then trim to taste. 


Can't think of many that come easier than those.....
